CARRANZA BARRED
FROM MEDIATION

Refusal to Agree to Armistice
With General Huerta Said
to Be Cause.

Washington.—General Carranza and
the constitutionallsts were practically
ellminated from proceedings of the
three South Amerlean envoys who
have undertaken to solve the Mexlcan
problem by diplomacy.

In a telegram to Genernl Carranza
the medintors announced that in view
of his refusal to agree to an armistice
with General Huerta, they withdrew
their Invitation to him to send a per
sonnl representative to participate in
the mediation negotintions,

Genoral Carranga had Inquired In a
note to the envoys what subjects a
specinl representative might be re
guired to discuss, pointing out that If
the general problem of pacifying Mex:
fco were to be approached he could
not authorize anyone to participate In
the negotintions. He relterated that
he would consent to mediation only
on the Incidents which had brought
about a controversy ‘“between the
United States and Mexico,” holding
that he was the constitutionally chos
en leader to whom complaint about
the insult at Tampleo and other of
fensen originally should have been
maude. .

In view of the unylelding attitude
of the constitutionnlista’ it Is belleved
mediation virtunlly would be limited
to the arrest of American marines at
Tampleo and other offenses which had
brought the Huerta government and
the United States to the verge of war.
